Tux Gospel certainly brings light to those who receive it. That cannot be 
denied. Any one who has a moderate understanding of what the Gospel is, 
sees at a glance the truth of the words of the prophet, that darkness should 
cover the earth and gross darkness the people, ‘for the world is indeed grovel- 
ling in worse than Egyptian darkness, none of the man-instituted -teachers 
knowing which way to direct the people to obtain light. The teachings of the 
sectarian preachers are the chaff instead of the wheat. What they deal out to 
their hearers may be dressed and cooked and served up in the highest style of 
pulpit art, in some cases attracting thereby the attention of thousands of peo- 
ple, yet it is nevertheless nothing but husks, and the people have a lean and 
hungry look in their spirits, they grow not in the knowledge of the things of 
God, and the moment any one of them can find and appreciate the wheat he 
becomes dissatisfied with the husks, be they never so daintily served, and 
never again can he be content to feed upon them, nor to accept them as ‘food. 
This is especially seen when men have entered the Church and have — 
tized or fallen away therefrom, for, as an almost invariable rule, the 47 

de content to go back to the husks offered by the religious world, but will 
often endeavor to institute some more or less close counterfeit of the true 
Church, or else they sink into infidelity or indifference. Infidelity is the nega- 
tion of truth—it is like pulling a building to pieces and leaving the material 
rudely scattered around, with no effective attempt to reconstruct another edi- 
fice, Going out of the Church of Christ into a sectarian organization is like 
going from the splendor of the sun to the glimmer of a “little farthing rush- 
light,” and is about as satisfactory, No wonder that so very few who fall 
away go back to the religious world. Most prefer even the darkness of un- 
belief, because the ‘‘dim religious lights” of the institations established of 
men are false lights, Jack o’lanterns, only leading their followers the further 
into the darkness at last. Those who follow them are justified only when 
they do it honestly, which nobody, can who has once been in * Church of 
Christ and come to a knowledge of the truth. 

A man who concludes that he cannot live up to the truth of the Gospel, 
and is determined to fall away therefrom, knows well enough that there is 
nothing outside the Church that is worthy of his attention, but if he is aspiring 
and ambitious he is easily deluded by Satan and Jed away to follow or to insti- 
tate some system in more close imitation of the genuine. The old sectarian 
systems are such exceedingly clumsy attempts at counterfeiting the genuine 
that they are no temptations at all, and the reason they are such clumay 
attempts is that those ‘who instituted them, or improved“ them to their pre-

pany have got a portion of their new 
machinery at work in their factory at 
Washington; they are making an ex- 
cellent quality of yarn, and willina 
short time have in operation the most 
congress factory fur both cotton and 
woollen goods in the Territory. The 
building is three stories high, built of 
sandstone, and has ample machinery 
for producing 500 yards of cloth per 
day.

tion under the Territorial Statute of 
last winter, on Monday last. 

The surveying of the Jast line of 
Nevada revealed the fact that about a 
dozen of our settlements were on the 
strip of land that, was ceded by Cun- 
gress to Nevada from Utah and Ari- 
zona, the line being established at 114° 
west of Greenwich. The cession of 
these settlements to Nevada may 
seem a small matter, but that State is 
the heaviest taxed in the Union, and, 
as it ignores the Federal currency, its 
taxes must be paid in gold. Its coun- 
ties are also deeply in debt. Most. of 
its officials are mere adventurers, who 
wish to raise the wind somehow and 
go to a better country. Thousands of 


its mines, on the credit of which it 
became a State, have proved failures ; 
a few comparatively are producing sil- . 
ver and gold. The salaries and fees 
of officers are enormously high, and 
many of our people, who have been 
transferred like hogs on the range 
without their consent, by Con 
from Utah to Nevada, will — 
State to avoid its oppressive laws, 
high taxes, license and stamp duties. 
And many others, who are not of our 
faith, finding themselves in Nevada, 
feel anxious to have the Act of An- 
nexation repealed, as they wish to 
live under the Jaws and light taxation 
of Utah. The line of Nevada comes 
about 30 miles west, and the line of 
Arizona is about 5 miles south of St:
